It  is  hereby  moved  that  the  members  of  the  Alumnae 
Association,  Mary  Washington  College  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  now  in  session  at  Mary  Washington 
College,  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  this  7th  day  of 
April,  1956,  adopt  the  following  resolutions  in  honor 
of  the  past  president  of  their  Alma  Mater:    That, 

Whereas  Morgan  LaFayette  Combs,  born  in  Rus- 
sell County,  Virginia  June  11,  1891,  and  deceased 
October  25,  1955;  and 

Whereas  Dr.  Combs  served  as  President  of  Mary 
Washington  College  from  January  of  1929  until  the 
beginning  of  his   final  illness  in  1954,  and 

Whereas,  during  the  term  of  his  service  as  presi- 
dent, Mary  Washington  College,  the  Women's  Col- 
lege of  the  University  of  Virginia,  Charlottesville, 


Virginia,  under  his  leadership  and  guidance  grew 
from  the  Fredericksburg  State  Teachers  College 
in  1929  into  an  accredited  liberal  arts  college  in 
1936,  changing  its  name  to  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege, Fredericksburg,  Virginia  in  1939  and  becom- 
ing the  Women's  College  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, Charlottesville,  Virginia  in  1944,  growing 
from  a  college  of  three  buildings  with  sixty  acres 
of  land  valued  at  approximately  one-half  million 
dollars  in  1929  into  a  college  of  thirty-six  magnifi- 
cent buildings  located  on  381  acres  of  land  with  a 
total  valuation  of  twenty-five  million  dollars  in 
1955,  and 

Whereas  the  members  of  the  Mary  Washington 
College  Alumnae  Association,  now  in  session, 
wishing  to  pay  a  debt  of  gratitude,  homage  and 
respect  for  the  achievements  and  memory  of  the 
deceased  president  of  their  Alma  Mater  do  bow 
their  heads  in  reverent  and  silent  prayer. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution 
be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  this  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Mary  Washington  College  Alumnae  Association 
and  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  motion,  unanimously  adopted,  to  Mrs.  Eulalia  H. 
Combs,  his  widow,  and  to  the  Rector  and  Board  of 
Visitors  to  the  University  of  Virginia.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PRESIDENT-APRIL  1956 

Since  ray  election  at  Homecoming  1955,  I  have  had 
unexpected  demands  on  my  time,  which  1  did  not  anti- 
cipate when  I  accepted  the  office.  Some  things  I  had 
hoped  to  accomplish  have  necessarily  been  neglect- 
ed. In  moving  to  Florida  it  was  not  possible  for  me 
to  visit  the  chapters  and  it  was  with  regret  that  I  had 
to  decline  the  invitations  which  I  received.  Distance, 
however,  has  not  separated  my  interest  and  thoughts 
from  the  Alumnae  Association.  Whenever  possible  I 
have,  by  mail,  contacted  members  and  officers.  I 
wish  to  assure  you  that  as  long  as  I  am  president  of 
the  Association  that  I  will  place  the  affairs  of  this 
organization  second  to  none  other  than  the  duties  of 
my  home.  At  the  present  time  I  am  working  with 
Alumnae  in  Jacksonville  in  the  organization  of  a 
chapter  there. 
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The  Association  has  participated  in  nominations 
for  the  President  of  Mary  Washington  College.  In 
response  to  a  request  made  to  me  by  Mr.  McWane, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  selection  of  a 
president  for  Mary  Washington  College,  alumnae  were 
contacted  through  the  Alumnae  News.  All  nominations 
which  were  received  were  forwarded  to  Mr.  McWane. 

In  June  your  executive  committee  met  for  the  pur- 
pose of  becoming  acquainted  and  exchanging  ideas. 
This  proved  most  beneficial  to  me  in  starting  my  term 
of  office.  The  officers  are  considering  the  prepara- 
tion of  individual  handbooks  to  be  passed  on  to  their 
successors.  This  should  prove  valuable  and  con- 
tribute to  a  definite  continuity  in  the  affairs  of  the 
association. 

The  attendance  at  the  Board  of  Directors  meeting 
in  October  was  most  gratifying.  Vital  interest  was 
shown  and  excellent  ideas  advanced.  We  encountered 
difficulties  in  the  absence  of  records.  The  secre- 
tary's book  could  not  be  located  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  search  the  files  for  copies  of  the  min- 
utes and  other  data,  to  establish  permanent  records 
for  the  secretary;  and  a  file  to  be  located  in  the 
alumnae  office  for  reference  purposes.  There  has 
been  some  confusion  regarding  our  Constitution  and 
By  Laws.  Realizing  that  this  document  governs  and 
guides  the  actions  of  the  Association,  much  time  has 
been  spent  in  an  attempt  to  clarify  and  bring  this  up 
to  date,  according  to  changes  and  amendments  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  association.  This  project 
has  not  been  completed  but  progress  has  been  made. 

It  is  an  endeavor  to  enlist  the  senior  classes  for 
membership  in  the  Alumnae  Association.  The  idea 
has  been  advanced  for  a  special  Alumnae-senior  event 
in  which  as  many  officers  and  chapter  representatives 
as  possible  will  participate.  In  this  and  through  the 
work  of  the  class  agents,  the  number  of  active  alum- 
nae should  be  substantially  increased. 

I  have  attempted  to  spread  responsibilities  and 
duties  by  the  appointment  of  special  committees  in 
addition  to  the  standing  committees.  These  special 
committees  are  working  on  the  Alumnae  Association 
publications,  nominations  for  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
and  the  possibility  of  voting  by  mail.  The  standing 
committees  have  been  studying  the  financial  structure 
of  the  Association,  preparing  a  slate  of  nominees  for 
offices,  and  arranging  and  planning  the  Homecoming 
event. 

The  financial  aid  given  by  the  college  has  aided 
in  publications  and  extra  help  in  our  Alumnae  office. 
Our  finances  have  also  been  increased  through  growth 
in  membership. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  helped  in  the 
work  of  the  Alumnae  Association  during  my  first  year 
of  office.  All  committees,  officers,  student  groups 
and  individuals  have  shown  a  wonderful  spirit  of  co- 
operation. Our  executive  secretary  has  worked  tire- 
lessly and  to  her  I  wish  to  extend  a  special  "thank 
you"  for  the  many  letters  she  has  written  in  keeping 
me  posted  on  the  work  in  the  alumnae  office. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  may  see  an  increase  in  inter- 
est, membership  and  finances  during  the  next  year. 
An  active  Alumnae  Association  adds  to  the  greater 
glory  and  prestige  of  Mary  Washington  College.  As 
our  Alma  Mater  grows,  may  we  grow  with  it.

On  April  15,  1956  Mrs.  Leon  Clarke  Ferneyhough 
completed  forty-one  years  of  service  at  Mary  Washing- 
ton College  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

She  has  worked  with  four  Presidents  and  seen  the 
school  grow  from  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  stu- 
dents to  sixteen  hundred.  There  were  two  complete 
buildings  on  campus  when  Mrs.  Ferneyhough  arrived 
in  our  midsts.  There  are  now  thirty-two.  The  faculty 
numbered  eighteen  at  that  time  as  compared  to  its 
present  one  hundred  and  two. 

Mrs.  Ferneyhough  came  to  the  college  as  Secretary 
to  the  Business  Manager  and  in  six  months'  time  was 
in  charge  of  the  Business  Office.  In  February  1922, 
Mrs.  Ferneyhough  was  appointed  Treasurer  and  served 
in  that  capacity  until  1937.  Since  that  time  she  has 
been  Assistant  Bursar  and  Accountant.  Mrs.  Ferney- 
hough is  the  only  person  ever  connected  with  the 
college  who  has  served  forty-one  years. 

A  quiet,  gentle,  efficient  woman,  Mrs.  Ferneyhough 
has  acted  as  church  mother,  advisor,  big  sister  and 
in  a  score  of  other  roles  to  "her"  girls.  At  Christmas 
and  other  holidays  she  has  played  hostess  to  many  of 
the  students  who  lived  too  far  from  home  to  make  the 
trip  from  college. 

Leon  Clarke  Ferneyhough  is  a  symbol  of  the  prog- 
ress of  Mary  Washington  College  and  emblematic  of 
what  women  have  been  able  to  secure  for  themselves 
in  today's  world.

FOR  MWC'S  DR.  SIMPSON 

Dr.  Grellet  C.  Simpson  will  be  inaugurated  as 
Chancellor  of  Mary  Washington  College  on  October  19, 
1956.  A  three  day  program  of  events  at  the  College 
has  been  planned  to  which  all  Alumnae  are  cordially 
invited.  We  might  warn  you  that  it  will  probably  not 
be  possible  for  Alumnae  to  be  housed  at  the  College 
for  this  weekend  so  anyone  planning  to  attend  should 
make  hotel  or  motel  reservations  well  in  advance. 

A  faculty  committee  at  the  College  has  announced 
the  following  tentative  plans  for  the  three  days  in- 
auguration program.     These  plans  include  a  banquet, 


inaugural  ball,  an  arts  festival  and  symposium  of 
visiting  scholars  and  speakers. 

Highlight  of  the  program  will  be  the  inauguration 
exercises  on  October  19  at  11  a.m.  to  formally  install 
Dr.  Simpson.  Art  exhibits  in  the  galleries  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Center  would  open  the  three  day  schedule  on 
October  17.  Visiting  scholars  would  take  part  in  an 
afternoon  symposium  on  the  next  day,  to  be  followed 
by  a  formal  dinner  and  evening  concert  by  a  visiting 
symphony  or  string  orchestra.  The  climaxing  day, 
Friday,  October  19,  would  feature  inauguration  day 
exercises  at  11  a.m.,  an  arts  program  at  1  p.m.,  an 
afternoon  reception  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Simpson  at 
"Brompton"  and  an  inaugural  ball  at  9  p.m. 

Further  details  will  be  sent  you  in  the  September 
bulletin. 

NEWS  OF  THE  FACULTY 

Two  of  our  faculty  members  who  will  retire  at  the 
end  of  the  1955  academic  year  are  Dr.  Burney  Lynch 
Parkinson,  professor  of  education  and  psychology, 
and  Dr.  Josiah  Henry  Combs,  professor  of  French. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Parkinson  plan  to  move  to  Albermarle, 
North  Carolina,  in  June.  They  hope  to  relax,  garden 
and  probably  continue  the  same  active  interest  they 
have  always  had  in  community  affairs.  Dr.  Combs 
plans  to  continue  his  many  research  projects  and  his 
interest  in  writing  after  he  leaves  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. 

Other  members  of  the  faculty  who  will  not  be  re- 
turning next  fall  are:  William  L.  King,  instructor  in 
philosophy;  Dr.  Dorothea  W.  Dauer,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  German  and  French;  Mrs.  Clyde  Carter,  in- 
structor in  home  economics;  James  L.  Hatfield,  in- 
structor in  mathematics;  and  William  Russell  Walther, 
riding  instructor. 

Leaves  of  absence  for  next  year  have  been  granted 
to  Dr.  Kurt  F.  Leidecker,  associate  professor  of 
psychology  who  is  engaged  as  Cultural  Affairs  Con- 
sultant for  the  United  States  Information  Service  at 
Bangkok,  Thailand;  Dr.  Charles  H.  Frick,  professor 
of  mathematics  who  will  continue  special  research 
work  in  mathematics  for  the  U.  S.  Naval  Proving 
Ground  at  Dahlgren  and  Mr.  William  C.  Pinschmidt, 
Jr.,  instructor  in  biology  who  will  study  for  the  doc- 
tor's degree  in  biology  at  Duke  University. 

Dr.  Michael  Erdelyi,  professor  of  psychology,  has 
been  asked  by  the  U.  S.  Information  Agency  to  lecture 
for  six  weeks  this  summer  in  Germany  on  the  topic  of 
industrial  and  personnel  psychology.  He  participated 
in  the  program  of  this  Agency  last  summer  after  com- 
pleting a  two  year  assignment  as  a  Fulbright  lecturer 
in  Austria.  Mr.  W.  J.  Pitman,  instructor  in  biology, 
has  been  awarded  a  summer  grant-in-aid  by  the  South- 
ern Fellowship  Fund. 

Two  murals,  depicting  campus  scenes  and  activi- 
ties at  MWC,  have  been  placed  in  the  foyer  of  George 
Washington  Hall.  Executed  by  Emil  Schnellock,  as- 
sociate professor  of  art,  they  complete  the  series 
which  the  artist  commenced  shortly  after  the  building 
was  erected  in  1939. 

Our  dearly  beloved  Dr.  George  E.  Shankle,  head  of 
the  English  department,  has  recently  had  published  a 
second  edition  of  his  "American  Nicknames;  Their 
Origin  and  Significance."  It  has  been  cited  by  Dr. 
Louis  Shores'  Committee  of  the  reference  libraries  as 
one  of  the  "top  ten  reference  works  of  the  year."  Dr. 
Shankle  is  the  author  of  numerous  other  reference 
books.   His  "State  Names,  Seals,  Flags,  Songs,  etc."

FELLOWSHIPS  FOR  WOMEN   1957-58 

The  American  Association  of  University  Women 
announces  thirty  National  Fellowships  to  be  awarded 
for  the  year  1957-58.  There  will  be  one  $4,000  fel- 
lowship; five  $3,000  fellowships;  five  in  the  amount 
$2,500  and  nineteen  for  $2,000.  The  AAUW  also 
offers  for  award  for  1957-58  a  number  of  international 
fellowships  ranging  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  for  which 
American  women  may  apply. 

Both  national  and  international  fellowships  are 
unrestricted  as  to  field  and  place  of  study,  except 
that  the  international  fellowships  must  be  used  in  a 
country  other  than  the  candidate's  own.  The  minimum 
requirement  for  both  national  and  international  fellow- 
ships is  completion  of  residence  requirements  for  the 
doctorate.  Awards  are  offered  for  pre-  and  post- 
doctoral research;  for  the  past  several  years  the 
awards  have  been  about  evenly  divided.
